oldest operators and provoked general inquiry.

“in no essential way, butin a speculative sense. 
The English spinners have been trying to bluff the 
holders of American cotton, and have succeeded. 
Uwing tothe heavy stock they carried over they 
have been able todo without cotton longer than 
we were able to hold it. Consequently it has been 
shook out. But the situation is different now. 
The cotton ig held by strong hands—the stock in 
England and afloat is decreasing rapidly, and the 
shortage of the cropis beginning to show itself 
Inthe high contest between the spiuners and the 
holders we shall have a fairer fight andi thinka 
different issue. The rise may not come soon, but it 
is coming sure,”’ 

In the office of Iniaan, Swann & Co. we discussed 
the situation with the shouts of the brokers in the 
ring falliog on our ears. 

Said Mr. John Inman, ‘‘I think the price of cot- 
tdi will be considerably higher eventualiy; butl 
doubtif the bottom is reached yet. Any immedi- 
ate rally will be detrimental to future high prices. 
lf the market could hold where itis, or even work 
uwhalf acentlower and stay there for a month or 
so, We sheuld have a much better rise when it did 
come, By thattime,and on that basis, we could 
have worked off much of the enormous stock that 
is now held in this country. We may have rallies

IT askéd John C. Latham, Jr., the senior of the 
firm of Latham, Alexander & Co., what he thought 
of the market. 

“Asto the immediate market I do not know. 
There are several collateral issues that have disturb- 
ei it lately, but in time it must act on common 
seuse principles and indepeadent of mianipula- 

‘What are these principles?”’ 

“Why simply two, a decreased crop and an in- 
creased consumption. The crop will not, in my 
opinion, go above 5,500,000 bales, and wil likelie: 
go below. Welhave sought the most trustwerthy 
advices that years of experience and acquaintance 
giye us, and without exception they put the crop 
between five and fiveanda half millions. At the 
best this leaves it over a million bales short. Now 
Ellyson’s circular before me here puts the invreased 
consumption of the mills of England and the conti- 
nent at six thousand bales Mr week. |. This is 
200,000 extra bales needed forthe year. The in- 
creased demand inthis country is at least 1lov,000 
bales. Mr. Atkinson in his Atlanta speech put it 
at 235,000. This added to the extra foreign demand 
makes the extra consumption 450,000 bales with a 
shortage of at least 1,000,000, and the bales this year 
average twelve pouuds less than last year. That is 
the situation, stripped of all speculative or outside 
induence. Sooner or later the market mus! get on 
lis merits and the question of supply and demand 
regulate the price. When this is dome the price 
must go up.”’ 

“What are the influences that have kept the mar- 
ket down?” 

‘In the first place, it was overbought. Everybody 
rushed iu to buy early in the season, and especially 


‘the southern contingent, which is not generally a 


strong holder. All heavy movements either way 
mus be liquidated. The liquidation of the exces- 
sive buying movement was hastened by the intlu- 
ence of the enormous stock that had accumulated 
in the hands of actual owners who held for higher 
prices. As the murket started down, weak or timid 
holders went out, and their cotton was put on the 
market. The geuera: liquidation had commenced, 
and the more cotton was offered the lower it went, 
and the lower it went the more holders were forced 
to sell.” The financial troubles in Paris, the caution 
they imparted to London, the demoralized condi- 
tion of the produce trade here—all these conspired 
to help the downward movement.” 

“Do you think the bottom has been reached?" 

‘‘] think the liquidation is about ‘over. It has 
be na wonderful unloading. The sales reported at 
the stock exchange in two weeks amounted to over 
9 000,000 bales and thereis fully one-third of the 
sales made that are neverreported. Not less than 
3,000,000 bales have been sold in the past ten days 
or two weeks. In my opinion the past has been en- 
tirely wiped out, and the marketis now unembar- 
rassed by its influence. The early and excessive 
buying las been followed by an equally strong 
selling movement, and the price of cotton will be 
governed by legitimate influences.”’ , 

“You think then the price will go up*”’ 

“7 do notsuy it will goup immediately. A 
movement up ordown must spead itselffully. It 
is just like starting a stone down hill, it doesn't 
stop naturally till itgets tothe bottom. My opin- 
ion is that we have about reached the bottum. If 
so there will beureaction,asharp one and a legi- 
timate one. The crop is heavily short and the con- 
sumption is heavily increased. There is not an 
idle spindle to day in the world, and none likely to 
be idle. The daily receipts are light and the end is 
aboutin sight. The question of a heavy stock in 
Wew York, orin America, will not influeuce the 
market except te assistin its temporary manipula- 
tion. What does it matter where the stock is held? 
After all itissimply a question of supply aud de- 
mand, and it must be tried outhis. Whether the 
stock is held to-day in Hoboken or to-morrow in 
Liverpool, makes no difference except on early 
speculation. Tbe only real important thing is how 
much cotton is there—not whereitisheld. The 
spindles will seek it when they need it—no matter 
where itis held, and they are bound to need it, 
need it all, and need more before we see another 
crop.”’ 

Mr.-Latham says: ‘‘It must not be thought that 
all the men who have sold here lost. On the con- 
trary many of them have mare money. The losses

5. The chances are that for the next thirty days 
cotton can be bought at almost any time withina 
few points of its present range. There is a strong 
belief that it will work higher rather than lower, 
from this date, aud a general belief that a half 
ceut from this point (June 11.95) will cover the low- 
est drop. 

6. The crop will more probably be below than 
above 5,500,000, but that it will uot vary cousider- 
ably from this, either way. 

These points cover the situation here asI am able 
to getit, and there is general frankness of expres- 
sion. itis fairto state, though, that these points 
are summed up by a man who, through a brief but 
checkered career, has invested in cottou on what he 
cousidered the best of information, seven separate 
and distinct aud well remembered times, and iost 
every single time. Indeed, I think my average in 
cotton is eight lusses out of seven flyers.”

The general managers of some of the roads 
which have thus far refusedto join in the 
ticket-commission reform movement claim

passenger business, but because the action 
thus far taken by the general passenger agents 
isnot calculated to bring about the desired 
reform. The general passenger agents, they 
say, have prohibited their agents from receiv- 
ing commissions from other roads for the sale 
of tickets, but have failed to take any action 
that prevents them from paying com- 
missions, if they feel inclined 
to do so. The _ additional resolu- 
tion, passed at Wednesday's meeting, not 
to pay commissions to agents of lines in the 
combination amounts to but little, in their 

inion, as no penalty is provided for the 
violation of that resolution, and, consequent- 
ly, many of the lines in the combination will 
continue to pay commissions clandestinely, 
and thus lead to a system of bribery and cor- 
ruption. The general passenger agents, these 
general managers say. ought to resolve, if 
they mean to carry out this reform, not to 
pay commissions to any one, and some of tlie 
money thus saved should be applied to the 
increase of the salaries of the ticket 

nts.. Penalties should also be pro- 
vided ‘against those general passenger 
agents who violate the agreement. The 
roads continuing to pay commissions, they 
say, could be forced to terms by refusing to 
interchange business with them.

G. W. Cleveland, of that county, are as fol- 
lows: Tuesday morning John Washington, 
after beating his wife unmercifully took his 
little baby and threw it, half naked, out into 
the road, hoping it would freeze to death. 
Soon as the brute left the house his wife 
sought a justice of the peace and sued outa 
warrant for her husband’s arrest. Bu: before 
the warrant could be executed she returned 
and begged that it be notserved. She said 
that her husband had sworn to kill her if she 
did not stop proceeding against hisi. At2 
o'clock of the afternoon of the same day, 
Tuesday the 7th, Washington went to the 
house of Henry burr, a brother of the abused 
wife, called him to the door, and told him 
that he (Washington) intended to kill him 
that night, and that he also intended to kill 
his wife and Mr. R. H. Whitehead, on whose 
place be resided. Burr warned his assailant 
not toenter his yard or he would shoot him.

SMALL-POX.

Through a gentleman connected with the 
work on the Georgia Pacific and entirely 
trustworthy, we gain infurmation in regard to 
the cases of small-pox in Dunn's camp near 
Oxford, Alabama, so that we are able to give 
our readers what we believe the true facts in 
regard to the matter. There have been three 
actual cases of ‘small-pox in the 
camps as stated. They were ne- 
groes from  ~Virginia, and are sup- 
posed to have contracted the disease as they 
came through Richmond, where some = quur- 
ters of the city are little better than a pest 
house. Shortly 3fter the negroes were taken 
sick the physician attending them pronounced 
their disease small-pox, when a panic was at 
once created and about two hundred and 
forty hands seized scanty bag and baggage and 
scattered to the four winds. The negroes were 
at once put under close quarantine and the 
hhysician attending them would not permit 
himeelf to see his own family. Orie of 
the negroes is said to he dead 
‘and the other two not expected to live. As 
twelve days is the limit in which the disease 
makes it appearance after eXposure, and as 
over twenty days have elapsed since the panic 
at the camps and no known cases haying re- 
sulted, and the strictest quarantine having 
been kept up over the cases of the negroes 
affected, no special danger of the disease now 
spreading isapprehended if proper caution Is 
slill observed. We again urge all our people 
who have not taken such precaution, to no 
longer delay the important duty of vaccina- 
tion.

In the city directory of 1881 there occurs 
the entry: 7 

‘Edward C. Wratislaw, watchman, boards 
397 Dixwell avenue.” 

The bearer of the name some two weeks 
since ‘“‘went over to the majority,” and nei- 
ther his name nor his latest occupation 
would imply that after his earthly career was 
ended there would be any event of his life 
which would interest a broader circle thana 
few family friends and acquaintances. An 
investigation into the leading features of his 
life, as disclosed by an examination of the 
multitudinous official and private 
memoranda leit among his effects, shows that 
he once took part in the movements that in- 
terested the world, that by birth he was of the 
nobility, and that in his veins coursed the 
blood of royalty. On his mother’s side he 
was a descendant of the king of Pannoma 
and on his father’s side from the king of Bo- 
hemia. His claimed connection with royalty 
was not unwarranted nor born of fancy, and 
the life which 
showed that these claims were tangible, and 
that about him in the Hungarian and Aus- 
trian armies of 1848-9 there were officers in 
high position who did not retuse to acknowl- 
edge him of their own blood, 

Kdward C. Wratislaw was born in south- 
western Hungary, May 21, 1819. His father 
then occupied a high~ position in the Hun- 
garian army, and two years later the family 
moved to lower Hungary. From the unusual- 
ly complete diary in the Hungarian language 
found among the effects of Edward it appears 
that after thirteen years spent in the best 
schools of his native land, he left school, and, 
in company with his mother, made a trip to

our hero passed through 


Kssegg, and was made a cadet in the Leich- 
tenden Chevaux-Legers. This was the begin- 
ning of a military career which shone in fu- 
ture years with brilliancy. During this year 
his fatherdied. The family was one of mili- 
tary men. Qn the death of the father the 
governmentsentout its proclamations heavily 
bordered in mourning announcing his death 
and the observances of the funeral. The titles 
in this royal mourning proclamation show 
the high place to which the father attained, 
and to which, no doubt, the ambitious son 
aspired. In 1836 Edward enlisted at Pesth in 
the thirty-second infantry regiment. During 
tl.is year he called on his uncle, Count John 
Wratislaw, majoronthe Austrian general's 
stall, and was made a corporal. Three years 
later he was promoted to the position of  see- 
ond lieutenant in the emperor Alexander's 
infantry and the following year was received 
with marked attention by another uncle, 
Count Eugene Wratislaw, first general adju- 
tant to the emperor. In 1843 he visits Vienna 
upon a furlough, but over-staying his time, 
returns in disgrace, which is only relieved by 
tie interposition + a les, 
1845 Edward's motber died and he applied to 
his general fora furlough to attend the last 
sad rites. This request was at last refused, 
but Wratislaw replied that he was first a son 
then asoldier. He attended the funeral and 
saw bis mother laid in the family vault in 
the royal cemetery. 

About this time the subject of our sketch 
seems to have fallen desperately in love with 
a number of the court ladies or his country. 
Nothing f however, he penning

came of it, 
earefully in his liary that as he could marry 
but one he would not *‘make them all mad.” 
September 22, 1848, he took command of his 
company and before the close of the year was 
made its Captain. 

Weare nowin the stirring timesof the 
Austrian war with Hungary. Although pro- 
moted to a staff position in 1849 he still com- 
manded his company in many decisive bat- 
tles. Of the great battle of Kommon he 
writes in his diary: ‘I cut down three of the 
enemies with my saber,’’ After this decisive 
battle of the Hungarian rebellion our friend 
was sentto the Austrian general to make 
terms of surrender. The Austrian general 
dictated the terms, . that the Hungaj 
riun officers, having fought so well, 
should not be disgraced, but might pass out of 
the town with side arms and without dis- 
grace, but the mayor and civil officers should 
be taken and punished. Wratislaw would 
not agreetothis. He would not accept the 
terms, but, as he turned to leave, the Austri- 
an general asked: “Do you want me to tell 
you what todo? Make all your civil officers 
military officers, and then they can pass 
out.’ In this battle of Kommon our subject 
was wounded in thearm, and soon after he 1s 
sent home, and he writes that his military 
career has closed. The reason of this sudden 
change of plans does not appear, but his dis- 
charge papers are clean. 

In 1850 he hus an audience with his uncle 
Eugene, count de Wratislaw, who advises 
him to come to America and gives him S400 
for the expenses, and soon after, March 21, 
1851, he arrives in New York, on board the 
steamer Eagle. He is now 32 yearsof age. 
Soon. alter be arrives in New York we trace 
him in his diary to Norwich, this state, after- 
ward at Fondham, &.J.. and then to Cuba, 
where he had charge of two gangs of men in 
the building of a railroad. Leaving Cuba 
he returnsto this country, arriving at New 
Orleans. His Cuban experience has given 
him funds, and he takes an extensive tour 
throughout the. country, visiting nearly 
every state, returning to New York. When 
the rebeliion broke out in April, 1861, 
his military propensities prompted him to 
raise acompany of volunteers, and at their 
head he entered the army. While acting 
captain of this company he was elected colo- 
nel of the Fortv-fiith New York regiment. 
He subsequently lived in various places and 
engaged in various occupations. He engaged 
with the Winchester arms company, in the 
employ of which he was at the time of his 
death, prior to its removal from Bridgeport to 
this city, some twelve years ago. It was sup- 
posed by many that he hada large fortune® 
but the examination of his papers fails to give 
any strength to such a claim. He has two 
sisters living in Bohemia. During his resi- 
dence in New Haven he has lived with Mrs. 
Allen Townsend, at No. 397 Dixwell avenue. 

This story of his life has been written thus 
late from the fact that all the entries upon his 
diary and his papers were in the Hungarian 
and Austrian languages. L. P. Deming, the 
administrator of the estate, has been giving 
most careful attention to all the facts that 
cornid be learned, engaged the services of C., 
F. Bollmann, who has spent two days looking 
over the papers of this scion of a royal family 
of Hungary, who diesin this country away 
from friends and in comparative obscurity 
and poverty.

When the Baltimore people sold out their 
interest in the Virginia Midland and in new 
southern connections of that road, they by no 
means abandoned the southern states to their 
rivals.

Well, I did mean old beggar manin Macon, 
and he looked so pitiful we all gave him a cime 
apiece and he satdownin a chair to rest. Pretty 
soon an old beggar woman cuine along and we gave 
her a nicke! all round and the old beggar man gave 
hera quarter, She rhowered upon him her special 
behedictions, and he remarked that he considered 
it every man’s duty to divide with the poor. That 
shows how easy it is to be liberal with other people's 
money. The old man’s chaity reminded me ef 
Jake Kitsmiller's dream. He had a mill 
and one night dreamed he died and 
went up to Saint Peter's gate and knocked for ad- 
mission, and Saint Peter Says, ‘‘Kitsmiller did you 
nothaveamill?’ ‘Yes, your worship,’ 
“And did you not sometimes take too munch toll?’ 
saysthe saint. ‘‘May it please your worship,’ says 
Jake, ‘‘sometimes when the creek was low and the 
stones were dull, | did take alcetle too much toll, 
but Lalways gave it tothe poor.’’ The good saint 
studied over it awhile and said, ‘‘Well, I reckon 
I'll have to let you in, but its a mighty tight 
sjueeze.’’ This encouraged Jake very much when

But what surprised me most was the lively 
interest which the people of that section manifest 
in their schools, There is a high school there of 
126 scholarsin charge of Professor Iverson Bran- 
ham, quite a young man, the son of Dr. J. R. Bran- 
ham, of Macon. His pupils love him and _ his pa- 
trons are enthusiastic over his success. The boys 
all dress in uniform and have their regular milita- 
ry drills. The girls also have acalisthenic dress 
which is very pretty and attractive. Lhese perform- 
ances are merely incidentals for amusement aud 
physical training, and are not allowed to interfere 
with theirselec' and solid course of education. 
Yon seethe fishingereek isa geod way offaud 
there is netenough birds’ nests wo go around aud 
there isnorailroad depot for the girls to walk to, 
and no shows ever, go there, and so it was 
thought neeessury to get up something ww 
keep the young folks f Stagnating.

Talbotton is a lively town, and now has a branch 

railroad of herown. New buildings are going up 
all about. Several warehouses’ bave re- 
cently been built, and the twenty thousand 
dollar hotel is well kept and is a substantial orna- 
menttothe town. Talbot county is on the hee! of 
the Blue Kide, and abounds in red land and oak 
timber withhere and there a deposit of iron ore. 
There are many farmers here who never buy corn 
or meat, but always have some Wo sell. 
+ Judge Willis lives here beloved and honored by 
his peuple. Governor Towus lived here aud Judge 
Warner lived here in his early professional life; 
Benning lived here, too, before he was married. 

Hearing that the negroes had a protracted meet-

They talk kindly of Hamimondand 
Blount and Buchanan and Black, of Augusta, and 
everybody is proud of Persons. Parsons 
is their pet. They told me that when Harris 
was running for congress, John Maunn told 
the boys that Herris was distributing a sack of 
guano to every voter in his own county, but wasent 
sending a pound outside of it and made em beilev- 
itand the last man voted against him. They swore 
that they couident be bought up w tha paper or 
two of buncom turnipseed by nobody for it was all 
for buncom anyhow. 

Butler is a pleasant village in the eounty of Tay- 
lor, and hasa very good trade of its own. They 
have a prosperous cvuliege in charge of Professor 
Pozier, agent! man highly esteemed vy the entire 
community, vot only for his fitness for the trust but 
for his kindness and genial disposition. He has 
over a bundred pupils in his charge. Itis pleasant 
to see a community united Upen nu school or college 
and they ure so_ here. Competition is a 
yood thing generally but in all these modest, un- 
pretending townsit is better to have one high 
school and one newspaper and one hotel. [| meta 
friend of the olden time a few miles from Butler—a 
refugee from the fou! invader in 1564—we run away 
trom ome together and he got socomfortably tixed 
near Butler that he concluded to stay. W e ure now 
a good ways apart, but I found Bob Tomlin the 
same big-hearted man he used tobe.

L..L.D., bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. This very emiuent christian minister was 
born in Charleston, South Carolina, January 8, 
1808, and was therefore pust his 7ith year at the 
time of his death. Converted it 16 years of age 
and graduating from his coilege at 19, he entered 

to the Methodist ministry when 2% years old,

- two years, The general conference of 1840 appointed 
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him editor of the Southern Christian Advocate, and 
after again serving his col asa professor he was 
made chancellor uf the Suutbern university in Ala- 
bama. While holding this position he was elevated 
tothe important office of the Episcopacy in bis 
church, by the general conference of 1366, thus in 
varied labors he hes faithfully, successfully and 
brilliautiy, served his generation. His national 
gifts were of high order, and they had been dis- 
ciplined by a judicious and thorough culture, Few 
equalled him either with pen or tongue. His gifts 
were in demand by papers, magazines, and reviews 
not ouly of his own chureh, but of other denomina- 
tions. Whether before a cultured audience, or in 
the presence of a mixed multitude, his oratory was 
powertul to move He was remarkable for his 
suavity of manners and presided over 
the conferences .with grace and force’ 
His own people loved him and all people aamir- 
ed and resyected him. He labored with gseat 
faithfulness until near two years ago his healin be- 
gan to fail and gradually his life ebbed away until 
the final hour. We conclude this hasty notice of a 
greatand good man assured that itis not such a 
full tribute to his memory as will be paid by the 
religious press. ;

A GENERAL MASSACRE. 
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A Terrible State of Affairs Through Peruvian 
Atroeity. 

LONDON, February 18.—A dispatch from Buenos 
Ayres, dated January 24, says that particulars have 
been received there of the massacre of the inhabit- 
ants of Pisco by the Peruvian seldiery. Colonel 
Mas, with 600 troops from lIea, attacked Villavi- 
cenclyu, routed him, and, with the aid of his men. 
proceeded to sack Pisco. 4 thousand pipes of wine 
were distributed among the men, Who burned the 
houses and murdered the inhabitants. Four 
hundred foreigners, who attempted to resist, were 
cut to pieces, three hundred being killed, includ- 
ing the French consul. The total number of 
Victims was one thuusand. It is said that Colonel 
Mas has since been shot by Murcia Calderon's 
troops.

I would that I could 
print his name in glaring head-lines in ever) 
newspaper in the country, but nobody would 
believe it. You would not dare suggest such 
an infamy of such aman. The sequel of this 
story is to come. : 

Few readers will appreciate the situation of 
these departmental women suddenly deprived 
of place. In other walks of life one drops 
out here and there and is not noticed. A 
shop-girl discharged goes to another shop. 
Here are several hundred women thrown out 
at once without warning. There is no other 
‘shop to goto. Most of them are from distant 
states, are widows and orphans and heads of 
families. Some of them have been long in 
office, one place or another, and have lived 
frugal lives and are well-to-do. The great 
majority of them are living from hand to 
mouth, either from necessity or choice. - As 
a rule they are honest, intelligent, and virtu- 
ous. It isa terrible thing to one of these un- 
fortunate dependents to lose her place. There 
are nearly 400 of them marked for dismissal 
Monday in the census bureau alone. 

While the reader is taking in this article 
there will be some 300 of these 400 clustering 
around the doorways of the census bureau, 
crying about the halls, and sobbing over their 
empty desks—theirs no longer—and besieg 
ing and beseeching congressmen all over tlre 
city for theirinfluence. There will be many 
— irls in straightened circumstances, who 

a Seam honest and virtuous all their lives, 
who will, probably for the first time, calmly 
contemplate the contingency of shame—who 
will even make voluntary overtures to those 
whom they believe all-powerful to aid 
them. There will be many who will bold- 
] face the world in the renewed 
fight for bread, who would die before 
they would ever think of such a thing. 
And there will be a flock of male harpies 
crowding about the more desperate women of 
this throng, to catch them in their hour of 
desperation, and bear them away to a life of 
gilded sin. It is almost too sickening to con- 
template. But it isasight which Washington 
often witnesses; so often that we have grown 
calloused and hard of heart. While a clerk 
in the treasury, several years ago, 1 saw many 
of these wholesale discharges. At one time 
there were 600 women driven out of the 
treasury in one day. It was a frantic mob. 
Women fainted in the halls and tore their 
hair, and cursed their superiors and wept in 
the streets about the building, as if the 
gigantic columns would pity them and restore 
them to their places. From all I have seen 
itis clear to me that the employment of 
women in the government offices is a great 
mistake. Itis not only prejudicial to the 
service, but harmful to the women them- 
selves. It encourages all sorts of licentious- 
ness. It provides the means to members of 
congress of keeping their mistresses at govern- 
ment expense. It demoralizes both male and 
female employes. It is a standing disgrace to 
manhood and womanhood. It is a satire on 
our age of civilization. 

It will not do to say that these conditions 
are not necessary. It is enough to know that 

they are true. I can think of no worse fate 
for a young, handsome, and _ intelligent 
woman than to be sent to this place and put 
in a government office. Where women have 
comfortable homes here it is not much mat- 
ter, but those who come from abroad come 
to face too many ups and downs and tempta- 
tions for ordinary human nature to resist. A 
detecfive who has been here for twenty 
years says the history of wrecked lives of 
those men and women, especially the lat- 
ter, who have started out with a gov- 
ernment office would shock even a po- 
liceman. He told me he knew a dozen 
cases, and that there. are plenty of them, 
where women were living shameful lives, 
whose respectable parents in the states be- 
lieved they were in government employ- 
ment. A numberof such cases have become 

ublic. Among the most notorious of these 
is the case of Nellie Burrell, the mistress for 
several yearsof Captain Howgate. Her pa- 
rents were given to understand that she was 
here in office here all these years, and 
would have gone down to the grave in 
nappy ignorance of an only daughter’s shame 
but for the Howgate exposure. Her parents 
were almost crazed with grief, and used every 
means in their power to reclaim her, but 
it was too late. My friend, the detective, de- 
clared that he had acted in a dozen such 
cases as a medium for the _ supicious 
relatives and friends of such women. They 
had all started out alike in a government office, 
t used to big salaries, easy work, and good 
ving, and when discharged, as they all are 
sooner or later, could not leave the fascinat- 
ing atmosphere of Washington. I have been 
appealed to tree f often in my 15 years at the 
national capital to aid in securing places for 
women; but since I have seen how it works | 
have invarially answered that the applicant 
had better do anything that was honest be- 
_ fore coming ‘here alone. I want to repeat 
_ that here. And I want to extend the same 
remonstrance and advice toevery young man. 
Of course, they won’t take it. I don’t expect 
that; but I feel some satisfaction of con- 
_Bclence in warning people against danger of 
any kind, even if they break their necks the 
- next minute.

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Harvard university has another gift—$100,(00 from 
a rich Bostonian. 

The cane was used on 1,415 public school children 
at St. Louis during the lasc quarter. 

There are 12,643 pupils in the public schools of 
Providence, which is 595 more than were registered 
at this time last year. 

The university of Tennessee, at Knoxville, has 
just purchased a fine $3,000 teiescope. It is six feet 
long and magnifies over 500 aiameters. 

The $10,000 given to each of Hamilton and Yale 
colleges by Hon. James Knox, of Knoxville, UL. 
will be paid over to the managers of those institu- 
tions about March I. 


The Hartford theological seminary has sent out 
24 per cent ofits graduates as missionaries, stand- 
ing in this respect atthe head of the list of theo- 
logical schools in the country. Oberlin comes next 
with 19 per cent and no other exceeds ten per cent. 

The trustees of Vincennes university have filed 
with the governor their annua] report. The infor- 
mation set forth is very meagre. During the year 
1881 157 pupils weie enrolled. The course is simi- 
lar to that of an ordinary high school. This is the 
Indiana university for the ostensible benefit of 
which policy shops have been started in various 
parts of the state. 

Amongst the educational reforms about to be car- 
ried out in France during the present year may be 
mentioned the establishment of five technical 
schools, for cabinet-making, building industries, 
scientific instruments, domestic economy for girls 
and industrial chemistry. The latter school is of 
particular importance, for hitherto the French man-
